The rape alsu shows up wonder- 
fully under irrigation. ‘The stand is 
from 1 to 2 feet high, and from a 
piece less than an acre in size, 
fourteen mature hogs and eight 
snall weaned pigs have been re- 
ceiving almost their entire food 
supply for over a month, the addi- 
tional foods being a limited qun- 
tity of skim milk night and morn- 
ing, The rape is cut and fed to the 
hogs at each meal, and there is 
enough on the patch to keep them 
going for two months more. 

There are also various experi- 
ments with corn, millet, serradclla, 
ete., that would be interesting tw 
every farmer in the neighborhood. 

The large bulk crops of oats ard 
barley are looking excellent, and il 
ever irrigated crops showed up to 
advantage they certainly do this 
year op the Demonstration Farm.

“Lady With the Lamp,’ Blessed by | 
Thousands of Wounded Soldiers, 
Answers Last Call 
London.—Florence Nightingale, the 
famous nurse of the Crimean war, and 
the only woman who ever received the 
Order of Merit, died on Saturday last 
‘at her London home, Although she 
had been ean invalid for a long time, 
rarely leaving her room, where she 
passed the time in a half recumbent 
position, and was under the constant 
care of a physician, her death was 

somewhat unexpected, 

Florence Nightingale was born in 
Florence, Italy, in 1820. She went} 
through a course of training at the} 
Protestant Deaconess’ institute and} 
subsequently’ studied French methods | 
in Paris. When the reports of the suf-| 
feringg of the troops in the Crimea) 
regalten England, she cai'ed with a 
band or trained nurses for Scutaria, 
where she toiled until the British

“It can’t be said therefore that the 
Alberta crop this year is by any 
means a failure,’ he observed, 

The dryness so much complained of 
was by no means general, Even in 
the south part of the province where 
undoubtedly there had been a lack of 
rain he had seen some fair crops. 

Only a few days ago he himself saw 
some good samples of winter wheat 
being threshed at Fincher Creek, It 
is the minister’s opinion that there 
Will be less winter wheat lost by frost 
this year than in previous years be- 
cause it has matured much earlier, 

“A good part of winter wheat has 


been cut, while the remainder is being 


cut very rapidly, so that danger from 
frosts will be avoided,” he said. 

That there will be no shortage of 
feed at all this year is another belicf 
of Hon. Mr. Marshall's, and fearing 
that there might be a shortage as cul- 
tivated hay was thin in parts, the 
farmers set about cutting wild hay in 
places where they had never before 
touched it. 

“I think there will be an abundance 
of hay for feeding this winter,’”’ he de- 
clared.

ut He does ask us so to believe it

|a life of ministry unto Him in what-

BEEF AND DAIRY TYPES 


Prof. W. B. Richards, of the North, 
Dakota Agricultural coll ge, speaks 
interestingly relative to types of Lcef 
and dairy cattle, 

“Many farmers continue to raise 
cattle for market for beef purposes 
from stock that do not possess any 
blood of the beef brecd, and ‘conse- 
quently they lack what is known as 
the beef type. It is impossible to 
produce beef economically from cattle 
of the dairy type, or even from cattle 
that possess any considerable amount 
of this blood. To produce an animal 
of beef type it is necessary to use the 
beef breids of c ttle, such as the 
Shorthorns, Her fords, Aberdeen- 
Angus and Neueaayes Cattle of this 
breeding put on flesh very much more 
rapidly and of a better quality. 

A beef animal could be described 
in a general way as a low down com- 
pact blocky animal. He must have a 
short blocky head, a wide breast, a 
deep wide chest, a broad neck, a good 
spring of ribs, heavy full thighs. He 
must have a pliable mellow skin, for 
this quality indicates a good fleshing 
tendency. 

The points that a cow should pos- 
sess if adapted 
production are quite the opposite 
from what is seen in the beef animal 
The dairy cow po-sesses a long face, 
thin slender neck, a sharp projecting 
shoulder. She is not” very wide in 
the chest, but her capacity of chest is 
due to her depth which is greater in 
proportion to her size than you will 
find in the beef animal. She posses- 
ses large barrels which indicates a 
good capacity for d gesting her food 
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ishing, home-made bread. 
Do not experiment—there 
is nothing “just as good.”

A cou se, 
harsh handling skin is a poor indi- 
cation. When cows possess these 
qualities of skin they are rarely good 
producers of milk.

| race has. no written language; the 
people are very poor and according to 
their belief are afflicted by evil spirits. 
The reasons they give for this trinity 
of misfortunes are very amusing. 
Nat (spirit) worship forms the total 
; Sum of a Kachin’s life and this bad 
luck race attribute every unfortunate 
happening to the baneful influence of 
the spirit. When a misfortune small 
or great happens to a Kachin it is to 
him a sign that the Nats are displeas- 
ed with him and that sacrifice is ne- 
cessary to avert further disaster. He 
immediately goes to a priest who de- 
cides what must be done to appease 
the wrathful spirit. The propitiation 
usually is the sacrifice of a bullock or 
buffalo. The anirfal is sacrificed and 


the priest takes the best portions dis- 
tributing to the people what remains, 

Teaching a new religion to people 
like these must be very difficult. It 
is hard for most of us to divorce our- 
selves from early training and conse- 
quent prejudices and to adjust our 
minds in a fai: attitude to new condi- 
tions. And the inability to adapt 
themselves to a new teaching is mado 
more difficult to the Kachins by rea- 
son, of the length of tenure of their 
old belief, and -the hard task of a 
missionary can be well understood 
| when the reasons which the Kachins 
give for the present unfortunate con- 
dition of the race, are related. The 
tradition is this: 

When the creation of the world was 
finished the Great Creator summoned 
the four races to appear before him. 
The Kachins, Shans, Chinese and Bur- 
mans answered the summons and the 
chief of each race received a book of 
| laws which contained their language 
and a solution to every possible prob- 
lem of life. The book was written on 
leather. 

The tribes dispersed. On the way 
home the Kachins grew very hungry 
and no food being available they cook- 
ed the leather book and ate it. 

Shortly after the Creator again com- 
manded the races ta appear before 
him. Now the three other races had 
not destroyed their books and by re- 
ferring to them found that the Cre- 
ator intended to distribute great 
wealth. So they made big baskets in 
which to receive the tokens of good 
will. The Kachins did not take any 
baskets. The distribution was made 
and the Kachins having nothing in 
which to carry away the gifts went 
home empty handed. 

A third order was issued. Exper- 
jence had taught the Kachins, they 
thought a further distribution of 
wvailii wiS to be made. They made 
large hampers and ever 
joyfully to the meeting place. Not so 
with the other races. They learned 
from the books that evil spirits were 
on the program. They went few in 
number and without baskets. 

Of course the Kachins received all 
the evil spirits. This did not end 
their misfortunes. Evil spirits are all 


hamper. But the journey was long; 
the loads were heavy and frequent 
rests were necessary on the homeward 
journey. At each resting place they 
deposited a few Nats to lighten their 


whole world is inhabited by evil 
spirits. 

Mr. Ingram’s house was six days’ 
journey from the nearest point of 
civilization. Sometimes for six months 
he would not see a white face. His 
nearest ‘‘neighbors’’ were two Cana- 
dians engaged in the same work, Dr. 
Harper of Woodstock and Dr. Kelly 
of Toronto.

Twenty-five cents buys 2 lbs. of steak 
in St. Hyacinthe, Que., 11-4 lbs. in 
Toronto, and only 1 lb. in Vancouver, 
according to a teble showing beef 
pris in May, compiled by the Labor 

epartment at Ottawa. Generally 
speaking the further west you go, or 
the bigger the city, the higher the 
price of beefsteak. There are decided 
exceptions, however, For instance, in 
Glace Bey, N.8., beefsteak was 22c. 
| as against 15c, at Westville, N.S. Hali- 
| fax folks paid 24c. for their steak as 
against 22c. paid by the people of St. 
John, N.B. Unless there is some er- 
ror in figures, or some clear difference 
in quality in different places, the ano- 
malies shown by the table mean rank 
injustice which the people affected 
should inquire into. For instance, why 


at 15c. in Calgary at 20c., and in Re- 
gina at 25¢c.? Or, why should Toron- 


why should St. Thomas folks be charg. 
ed 2c, while Londoners, just next 
| door, pay 18c.? Perhaps the worst 
case of all is 18c. per Ib. in New West- 


cent. more. The next lowest price 
P.E.I., whose fortunate citizens break-

Bishop of E. J, Legal, bishop of St. Albert, is taking an interest i: 
he question of Indians at exhibitions, and from a letter written by hin, 
we quote: 

“My attuittion has been called to the discussion that has lately 
taken place in the columns of your esteemed paper, concerning Indian 
hows and exhibitions. As the public seems to be anxious to have thc 
»pinions of those interested in the India. problem, I venture to give ex- 
wression to my own conclusions besed upon an experience of almost 
jhirty years of missionary life in this country. I have no hesitation t 
‘ully and emphatically endorse the position taken on the subject by Mr 
Markle, inspector of Indian agencies. 

We have been trying to civilize these Indian races and to induc 
them to discard their old practices which, for anyone who knows, ary 
intimately connected with their old superstitious beliefs and their cruck 
ideas of life. 

We do not want to uso violence of any kind to suppress these erro 
jeous notions about the relations between the creature and the Creator 
between man and his fellow man, If some one cannot be induced by 
sersuasion to abandon these ideas he must remain perfectly free to keep 
them as long as he wants. Wesimply must discountenance these notions 
and practices. 

All the work of the officials of the Indian department, all the efforts 
if Christian missionaries are bent in that direction, And if there are 
ome exceptions, as it is very likely that there will be some exceptions, 
for my part I fail to perceive or appreciate the motives that are prom pt- 
ing them.

Byron's Boyhood. 

In view of the tribute by the city 
of Aberdeen to the memory of Lord 
Byron, T. P.'s Weekly recalls some 
incidents of the poet’s boyhood there. 
We read: 

At the age of five, or a little earlier, 
Byron was sent to his first day 
school. This was the school in the 
Long Acre kept by Mr. Bowers, who, 
by reason of his dapper figure, was 
known as ‘“Bodsy"” Bowers, When 
Moore was making his inquiries the 
school had passed under the master. 
ship of Mr. David Grant, who was 
known aa a compiler of school books. 
In 1821 Byron wrote down his mem- 
ories of his various Aberdeen schools. 
“Bodsy" Bowers’, he tells us, was a 
school for both sexes. Of his progress 
there he gives this brief and quaint 
summary: “I learned little there, 
except to repeat by rote the first les- 
son of Monosyllables—‘'God made 
man, let us love him'—by hearing it 
often repeated, without acquiring a 
letter.” His next preceptor was more 
successful, He was a “very decent, 
clever, little clergyman named Ross, 
afterwards minister of one of the 
kirks (East, I think). Under him I 
made an astonishing progress, and I 
recollect to this day hia mild man- 
ners and good-natured painstaking.” 
It was under Mr. Ross, apparently, 
that Byron's mind first woke to the 
grandeurs of history.

EAST MEETS WEST WITH NEW 
ANDO OLD TOWNS IN BOTH. 


(The Visitor to the West Who Has | 


Looked Upon the Prairie Cities as 
Prosaic Mushroom Growths Is Sur. 
prised at Mass of Fascinating His- 
tory Lying Behind Some of Them— 
More Experienced Than East. 


The literary discovery of the Cana- 
dian West has been the achievement 
of a very recent period, writes Roden 
Kingsmill in The Canadian Courier. 
The Wild West we had long ago from 
Ballantyne, Butler and a dozen of 
their followers, but only, of late has 
the Westerner begun to figure largely 
in fiction or descriptive article as any- 
thing but a curiosity. At present, na- 
tive and alien writers are alike solicit- 
ed to write of the West as it is, just 
as if the West as it was yesterday or 
day before yesterday had been quite 
a different place. An Englishman, in 
a recent English review, gives us, 
with a flowered opulence of phrase, 
an idea of his surprise at western 
conditions: ‘Tanned by the prairie 
winds, warmed by the 
shine of the level lands, 
where meet the trade currents of East 
and West, with command over both, 


grasp a glorious destirty, and he seems 
capable of living up to it.” 

jobody surely desires to speak 
slightingly of the amelioration of the 
Westerner’s lot which has followed 


and inventions as dry farming, irsi- 
gation, the co-operative local telephone 


lines, and the automobile without al- 
lusion to which no discourse on the 


But other people cannot reasonably 
be asked to admire the West's per- 
formance unless they themselves huve 
been unequal to similar feats. The 
participants in a long-distance run do 
not turn around at its end to marvel 
at one another’s speed or endurance-- 
unless, perhaps, one of them is a hoy 
or a weakling from whom nothing 
much was to be expected. The West, 
not so long ago, was as sensitive to 
being snubbed or patronized by the 
East as was New England when Wen- 
dell Holmes waxed wrathy because 
foreigners displayed their “certain 
condescension.” But though the 
West is now more urbane—perhaps 
does a little patronizing itself—toward 
its cities, it is a reasonable question 
how much longer it need be regarded 
as a youngster. 

Every so often some writer on Cana- 
dian affairs speaks of the ‘‘experi- 
ment” of a federal country within the 
Empire. And yet Canada as a nation 
is in point of fact one of the oldest, 
in place of being one of the youngest 
in the sense that our form of govern- 
ment has continued in operation for 
more years with less alteration than 
many of the others. Our instruinent 
of government is older than that of 
Germany, France, Japan, Russia, Nor- 
way, Turkey, Spain. The same argu- 
ment may with justice be applied to 
the claims of the West. Montreal was 
founded by the French, yet almost no 
sign of French occupation remains in 
the streets or edifices of the city. Even 
Quebec is much more modern than 
ancient. On the other hand, not even 
Winnipeg can show so large an area 
of brand new buildings, so many 
acres that were market gardens ten 
years ago, as are to be found in Mont- 
real or Toronto. Residents of Winni- 
peg, who in the eighties were offered 
acre lots on Portage avenue for $100, 
are not more numerous than Mont. 
realers whose fathers could have 
bought equal acres on St. Catherine 
street for a like amount or Toronton- 
ians who misguidedly let go generous 
slices of central property. ‘How much 
this is like British Columbia!” said a 
Westerner driving through dukedoms 
of Nova Scotia Apple orchards. “How 
much this is like Ontario!” said East- 
erners who motored with Mr. R. L. 
Borden through the Riding Mountains 
when he toured the West four years 
ago. 

on any event, it is only figuratively 
that we speak of a community as 

rowing old. The only Anglican pre- 
late in Canada who was born in his 
diocese is the Archbishop of Rupert’s 
Land—and he is the oldest bishop, 
also.

And add Fort Churchill. All can put 
in very plausible claims for admission 
to the fellowship of the good old 
towns. The Canadian prose has had 
occasion to refer to the highly modern 
energy of Moncton, whose Board of 
Trade are booming the New Bruns- 
wick railway centre with a vigor that 
prairie-dwellers could not better. Any 
western community that has gone on 
doing the same thing—wheat Sealing, 
for instance—in an increasing scale 
for twenty years or so is older, in a 
sense, thap Ambherst, which hag so 
broken with traditions of a leisurely 
past that it is in the front rank of 
woallenpradueing. communities; or 
Sydney, with its burrowing coal mines 
and roaring furnaces; or bustling St 
John; or Quebec, which, with Levis, 
‘is the third greatest boot and shoe 
manufacturing centre in the Empire.

Indians stalked out of the 
bush and welcomed them with mild 
wonder.

Wil- 
low Point is now Gimili of the Ice- 
landers, one of the prosperous immi- 
rant settlements of the Dominion.

There the little birds tumble 
or play or, at the slightest noise in 
the open, or shadow in the skies, dart 
and hide. Once hidden, it would 
take a clever prowler to find the lit- 
tle fellows, so cunningly do they hug 
the grass and so closely do their | 
feuchers blend with ita colors, 

In a very short time the baby 
birds’ wings grow strong enough to 
carry them. Every day then the old | 
birds take them for a short flight and 
after the evening feeding-time lead | 
them in Indian file down furrows, 
dry water runs and weedy fallows 
back to the roosting-place, for after 
the last flights the birds fly hardly 
ever, unless it be away from danger. 

The covey roosts in a little bare 
spot commanding a view of their 
surroundings. They snuggle down in 
a_complete circle, heads outward 
When molested they take to flight 
with a thundering whirl of wings that 
is very disconcerting to the amateur 
sportsman. 

The Canadian quail, like all other 
of our game birds, is rapidly becom- 
ing extinct. This)is due to two causes 
—the wholesale slaughter of the 
game bird and lack of safe harbors as 
breeding and roosting spots.

HISTORIC GOLD RUSHES 


H. DE WINOT FORETOLD PRES. 
ENT ONE IN STEWART, B.C. 


i 
i Each Big Branch of the Empire Has 


Been the Scene of a Gold Madness 
Where a Few Got Fiich—Canada 
Had the Klondike, Australia the 
Ballarat Rush and South Africa 
the Rand Fields. 


“Stewart went mad. Waiters drop- 
ped their trays, workmen their tools, 
drivers their reins, and stampeded.” 

Thus a daily paper, in its descrip- 
tion of the excitement created in 
Stewart, British Columbia, when the 
report came that seventeen miles dis. 


| tant, at a place called Bitter Creek, 


a great discovery of gold -had been 
made. It is the old, old story of hu- 
mun avarice and greed. Reason dis- 
appears when the gold fever seizes 
on man. 

The story of Klondike is even more 


| amazing. The first find of gold of 


any importance was made in 1897— 
not by gold prospectors, but by a 
fisherman—at the junction of the 
Klondike and Yukon rivers. Immedi- 
ately the news of the rich deposits of 
gold which were to be found got 
abroad there was a mad rush, not 
only from all parts of America, but 
also from Europe. Soon 30,000 people 
were on their way to the diggings, 
many destined never to return; for 
some 500 miles of the roughest Alaska 
country had to be traversed, and the 
route was literally paved with the 
bones of those who had joined in the 
mad rush without stopping to con- 
sider the difficulties the journey pre- 
sented. 

Husbands deserted their wives, 
while clerks, merchunts, doctors, and 
lawyers sold all they possessed to 
pay their way to Klondike. But 
where one unpractical man succeed- 
ed in enriching himself, scores of 
Proseepnal miners came away worth 
nundreds of thousands. In spite of 
the warnings- issued, however, and 
the fact that it needed a capital of 
something like $1,500 to get from 
Englund to Klondike, hundreds, of 
people came from that country, ohly 
to return wrecked in health and 
pocket. 

It is a curious fact that when Mr. 
Harry de Windt, the well-known ex- 
plorer, returned from Klondike, in 
1897, he said, during the course of 
an interview published in The Strand 
Magazine, that the Stewart region 
wus richer even than Klondike. And 
after a dozen years there comes what 
may prove to be a romantic corrobur- 
ation. 

The fact is not generally known, 
perhaps, that it was the discovery of 
gol} in California in 1847 which led 


to Bie discovery in Australia. With- 
in Mepe years the annual output from 
the fields of California reached $60,- 


000.000. and it was a Mr. Hargreaves, 
who went as a miner to California, 
who first discovered gold in’ Austra- 
lia. He was struck by the resem- 
blance of the rocks near his home in 
Australia to the gold-bea @ g rocks of 
California. He systematically search. 
ed for signs of gold, and on February 
12th, 1851, he found some of the 
precious metal for the first time. 

The excitement created by the dis- 
bsg? wus intense. Towns grew up 
as if by magic. Even police left thier 
employment to try their luck at the 
diggings, while sailors deserted from 
their ships as soon as they arrived 
at a port near the fields. Men flock- 
ed in their thousands to Ballarat and 
Bathurst, and it was at these places 
where the world’s biggest nuggets 
were found. Fifty miles north of 
Bathurst three quartz blocks contain- 
ing 112}lb. of pure gold were discove- 
ered, and the famous ‘Victoria Nug- 
get,’ a single mass of pure virgin 
gold weighing 8400z., was brought 
from Bendigo. But¢the largest nug- 
get of all was that christened the 
“Welcome."" This was found at Bal- 
larat on June 4th, 1858, weighed 
2,5160z., and was valued at over $40,- 
000. Within ten years gold to the 
enormous value of $480,000,000 had 
been brought to England from the 
two colonies of Victoria and New 
South Wales. 

Two years ago one of the discover. 
ers of the famous Kalgoorlie goldfield 
in Western Australia passed away in 


| the person of an Irishman named 


Duniel Shea, He and- a compatriot 
named Hannan, while prospecting for 
gold, camped on the site of Kalgoorlie 
when it was a wilderness. Hannan, 
in searching for a horse, kicked a 
nugget of gold. The news spread, a 
rush set in, and the wealth of the 
place soon became apparent. Han- 
nan and Shea as the pioneers were 
awarded pensions of $500 a year—not 
a great sum when one considers that 
the annual output of the Kalgoorlie 
goldfield is between $10,000,000 and 
$20,000,000. 

Thefe are, however, no gold mines 
so rich as those of the Transvaal. 
Since 1884—the year the world’s 
greatest goldtield, Witwatersrand, waa 
discovered—until June, 1908, the total 
value of the gold production of the 
Transvaal amounted to no less than 
$1,600,000,000, It was a prospector 


| named Arnold who first diecovered 


that gold lay among the bare and 
hills of Witwatersrand. In 


the simple reason that there was no 
chance for the miner without capital. 

There are still mure chances, how- 
ever, for prospectors, like Croesus, 
the first really rich man known to 
fame, who is said to have discovered 
a little gold mine of his own, to find 
one for themselves; for, according 


to authorities, the world contains 
severul unworked goldfields quite as 
rich as any yet discovered. Parts of 


Siberia are alleged to be richer in 
gold than Klondike, while Sir Martin 
Conway said some time ago that 
along the eastern slope of the Andes 
Tun muny ‘rivers rich in gold. ~

Re-Forestration of the Prairies 


There is every reason to believe that at one time the 
greater portion of the prairie country was wooded, and 
even within the recollection of the old timers it is known 
that the trees which lined the river bank have disappeared, 
In an-_interview with the Herald, George Anderson, whe 
has had great experience in irrigation and foresty conser 
vation in all parts of the world, made a suggestion tha 
might be worthy of attention on the part of the govern 
nent, His suggestion is that every homesteader be re 
quired to plant a certain number of trees on his land—t 
inake it a part of his settling duties, The result would be 
most gratifying and the labor would not be so great as one 
would imagine. 

Not only must the treeless prairies be reclaimed, bu 
the immense svurces ot the streams in the foothills anc 
the mountains must be protected. ‘The west will need a 
the water for irrigation that can beobtuined, Cutting the 
trees off the hills at the sources of the streams has now 
been restricted tu some extent, but there is yet a great dea 
to do in the way of regulating the cutting of the timber 
aud, Wace of all, destruction by forest fires.—The Calgary 
Herald.
